MASS. HISTORICAL SOC., AMERICAN ANTIQUARIAN SOC., AND N. H. HISTORICAL 
SOC. all have 2, 7, and 10 shilling notes of this issue as well as the 
12 pence. (1 shilling) 

The issue of "Merchants Notes" described above resulted from Royal Governor 
Belcher's insistance that N.H. and Mass, comply with British orders that no 
$ aper M m ° ney be issued by these colonies. Prominent citizens of N.H. and some 
from Mass, formed. a. company which proposed issue of 25,000 pounds in these notes 
o relieve the critical shortage of currency. The issue was opposed by many 
prominent Boston merchants including John Hancock and Massachusetts passed 
iegisiation prohibiting circulation of these notes. However, the Lords of Trade 
England did not allow this act to stand on the ground that the notes were 
emitted by a set of private men, who according to our information are of the

Chellis Call, Concord, su&plied •. 
the "best answer to #4 in the quiz in 
last issue, and partially answered 
follows . 

Salmon P. Chase, bom in Cornish, 
N.H. , Secretary of the Treasury under 
President Lincoln, is 'pictured on the 
latest issues of $10,000 including all 
the small size notes of this value. 

He was also on the last issue of large 
size $10,000 notes. However most 
New Hampshire collectors will probably 
settle for the $1.00 Legal Tender notes 
of 1862 issue to show this famous son 
of N. H. in their collection. Other 
denomination which bore his portrait 
were the $10 Compound Interest Treasury 
Note of l86l which has a redemption 
value of $11.94, and the $10 interest 
bearing notes of 1863. 

$1000. specimen notes are also 
known with his portrait. Chase set 
up law practice in Ohio, and became 
Governor. His financial genius saved 
the Union and established the currency 
system in the U.S. The Chase National 
Bank was named in his honor. 

Augustus Saint- Gaudens lived in 
Cornish, N.H. when he prepared the 
models for the new $10 and $20 gold 
pieces of 1907. The $20 design is 
considered by many to be the most 
beautiful coin ever minted in the 
U.S. He died in Cornish that year. 

Daniel Chester French, bom in 
Exeter, N.H. was the sculptor who 
executed the statue of the Minute Man 
in Concord, Mass, which is shown on 
the Lexington- Concord Commemorative 
half dollar. The present Lincoln 
cent shows the statue of Lincoln in 
the Lincoln Memorial, and this statue 
was also by French. These two items 
can be added to your collection of 
New Hampshire Numismatics at nominal 
cost.
